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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: re: the use of "silicon" is clearly used to denote 
oxides of silicon, or silica, it is noted that the elenr^ent silicon is found naturally as silica. It is clear from the rejections and the art cited 
that oxides of silicon are disclosed by the prior art, as shown by applicant's arguments which state that DE '958 teach "oxides or nitrides 
of silicon" (page 6 of arguments filed 8/16/2004). Motivation to combine does not require that such a combination be the norm in the 
industry as asserted in the arguments. Also, "reasonably pertinent to the problem being solved" is a criteria for combination of 
references. THe obviousness is met by the improvement In silica coated vials for diagostic pharmaceuticals. There is no requirement for 
a primary reference to state a deficiency that must be improved to make an obviousness rejection. The combination comes from the art 
as a whole. 
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
